"The exhibitors that come to 
the show are diversifying to 
meet the needs of today's 
farmer, so anything that has to 
do with putting the crop in the 
ground is here.

The show has earned an en¬ 
viable reputation for its variety 
and size. It takes up 130,000 
square feet of indoor space, 
and indoors is a good place to 
be in January. 

Held in conjunction with 
Crop Production Week, the 
Crop Production Show has be¬ 
come a "must-see" for grain 
producers throughout 
Saskatchewan and beyond.

Brothers Kim and Eric 
Berscheid won the Premier Ex¬ 
hibitor Award at last year's 
Seager Wheeler Pedigreed 
Seed Show for the highest 
scoring seed samples. 

They give their wives, Bren¬ 
da and Shelly, credit for help¬ 
ing them operate a 2,800-acre 
farm and seed growing busi¬ 
ness. 

When you take into account 
all the children, "probably too 
many to mention," and their 
dad, Bernard, it's clear the 


Berscheid farm is a family af¬ 
fair. 

"It's a family operation and 
everybody pitches in," says 
Kim. "It's a lot of hard work by 
everybody. It's not just Eric and 
myself, it's our wives and our 
kids and we also have another 
brother (Clinton) who grows 
some seed for us." 

Hard work can produce re¬ 
wards, particularly when it's 
combined with a steady dose 
of diversification.

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fold.They started with 10 and built the herd to 
30. Some animals will deliver their first calves 
this season. 

"We thought they'd be a good fit for us," says 
Eric. "They're not quite as intensive work, but I 
think the value is there and it's a real good fit as 
far as winter grazing and things like that." 

The Berscheids have contributed to diversifi¬ 
cation in their district, as well. 

"People in the area are actually quite open- 
minded (about diversification)," says Eric, not¬ 
ing peas were relatively common in the area 
before the crop was grown to the same extent 
in other regions. "People will give new things a 
try." 

Identifying the trends and predicting crop de¬ 
mand are challenges for every seed producer, 
says Kim. 

"It takes a lot more time, a lot more planning. 
You're looking two to four years ahead. So 
you've got to rub the crystal ball and look two 
years ahead at what your customers might 
need, whereas the average commercial farmer 
is looking at the grain next season. 

"You can back yourself into purity problems 
with volunteers, seed problems, plus the regu¬ 
lations that the Canadian Seed Growers have 
with how closely you can rotate your crops." 

The Berscheid brothers say the Western 
Canadian Crop Production Show provides valu¬ 
able information. 

"We like to go to crop show every year," says 
Eric. 

"I wouldn't miss it," adds Kim. "It's a real 
good show.There's lots of information going 
on, there's various players in the industry and 
all of the major producer groups are there. 

"It's a world-class show, very good, very pro¬ 
fessional." 

As for their success at last year's show, nei¬ 
ther brother is willing to make predictions. 
That's no surprise, considering last year's 
events. 

"I was shocked when they called me," Kim 
says. "I knew we had some good samples in, 
but there was lots of other good samples." 

"I don't know if we'll repeat," adds Eric, "but 
we'll have a few good samples again this year.'

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among the luckiest seed growers around, as an 
impressive list of past championships and 
placings would attest. 

Luck aside, it takes hard work to be a seed 
grower, champion or otherwise, concedes 
Dowdeswell. 

"The big challenge for any seed grower is 
with today's trend of continuous cropping and 
zero-tilling. When it used to be half and half 
(summerfallow and crop), it used to be not that 
tough." 

Of 9,000 acres in production, about half are 
inspected for seed.The combination of acreage 
and stringent requirements of Canadian seed 
growers makes a challenging lifestyle. 

"You've got to know the rotations to meet 
the Canadian Seed Growers' guidelines," says 
Dowdeswell, who also runs a 160-head pure¬ 
bred Hereford operation. 

"And you've got to know the stats for the 
volunteers. At seeding time you've still got the 
same challenge as you do in harvest," 
Dowdeswell adds. 

"As far as I know, there's no combine that's 
made for seed growers. You still have to pretty 
well shut down and blow your combine out 
and then wash it out with water. 

"And that never seems to happen when 
you're down for a wet spell. It sure seems like 
you're always doing it on a beautiful harvest 
day." 

Dowdeswell and Rogg keep the hectic pace 
with just one full-time and one part-time hired 
hand. 

Ironically, it was the need for extra help that 
initially paired the ambitious duo. Rogg 
worked for Dowdeswell before striking a deal 
to become a landowner and partner in the op¬ 
eration. 

"You could never make it on your own," 

Rogg says of the difficulty in establishing a 
successful farming operation. "You have to 
have some kind of help along the way." 

Dowdeswell began farming with his father at 
an early age and earned his degree in agricul¬ 
ture in 1965. He wanted to provide full-time, 
year-round employment to a good hand. 

Along came the seed operation and Rogg. It 
was a perfect combination. 

"I was fairly young when my dad died," says

Dowdeswell. 

"I was trying to farm a fair 
bit of land and it was a chal¬ 
lenge to keep a good man 
around if you couldn't provide 
him with year-round work." 

Over time he and Rogg have 
increased the land base and 
tried other ventures, including 
custom harvesting, which 


wound up about the time 
Dowdeswell decided to get 
into Hereford breeding. 

He says the key to success is 
being able to adapt and turn 
challenges into opportunities. 

And he's always planning 
the next move. 

"I'd like to figure out some 
other things we could do," he 


says. "If I was 35 instead of 
pretty near 60,1 would sure be 
looking at doing some other 
kinds of things, like processing 
or something like that. 

"It's more fun to get out and 
do something - like start a pro¬ 
cessing plant, anything - just 
get involved and take some 
positive action."

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School tour program gets passing grade 


S askatchewan's popula¬ 
tion is gradually mov¬ 
ing from rural to ur¬ 
ban, and agricultural knowl¬ 
edge once considered com¬ 
monplace is becoming more 
difficult to obtain. 

But even those on the farm 
can gain more farm knowledge 
through the school tour pro¬ 
gram at the Western Canadian 
Crop Production Show. 

The program is a popular 
segment of the annual show. 
Geared towards Grade 6 stu¬ 
dents, it seems to be as popu¬ 
lar with teachers as it is with 
students. 

"I got my (registration) infor¬ 
mation and faxed it back in 
right away the same day be¬ 
cause I wanted to make sure I 
didn't miss the chance to be 
there," says Shelly Loeffler, a 
Grade 6 teacher at Lakeview 



School in Saskatoon. She has 
taken her class to the show for 
each of the past five years. 

Loeffler admits her enthusi¬ 
asm wasn't always as evident 
as it is today. 

In fact, before her first 
show, when she didn't know 
what she was getting into, Lo¬ 
effler questioned the value of 
the field trip. 

"When someone first sug¬ 
gested that I go to the Crop 
Production Show for the 
school tour program, I thought 
'ho-hum, why would anyone 
choose a field trip to the Crop 
Production Show?'" Loeffler 
recalls. She changed her mind 
after she and her class partici¬ 
pated. 

"I was so impressed, be¬ 
cause when you go, there are 
four different sessions that you 
go to and you have profession¬ 
al people in each field speak to 
you." 

Loeffler says the quality of 
the speakers adds to the pre¬ 
sentations, because they are 
able to answer almost any 
question students may have. 

She also says the length of 
the presentations, usually 15 


to 20 minutes, is ideal for in¬ 
forming but not overwhelming 
students. Loeffler likes the fact 
that tours are designed for stu¬ 
dents at the Grade 6 level, an 
age where children are impres¬ 
sionable and interested in new 
things. 

But what pleases her most 
about the program is the way 
it offers senior citizens and 
children the chance to interact. 

"Senior citizens, retired peo¬ 
ple, farmers, come and share 
their background experience 
with the students, which is 
huge for Saskatchewan kids to 
learn," she says. 

"It gives seniors and kids a 
chance to interact and that is 
really important to maintain a 
connection between the past 
and the future." 

Tours may be especially 
beneficial to urban students, 
says Loeffler.

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"It keeps them in touch with 
their roots. A lot of them have 
a farming history somewhere 
in their family, so this gives 
them the opportunity to retain 
that a little bit." 

The enthusiasm generated 
by the school tour program is 
evident in a game show-style 
quiz at the conclusion of the 
tour. 

A quizmaster poses ques¬ 
tions to selected members of 
the tour group. Since students 
from four different schools go 
on each tour, schools are pitted 
against each another to deter¬ 
mine a winner. 

"The game show is great for 
the mastery learning point of 
view, because you're taught 
the information in a number of 
different ways, and you're 


taught in a quick setting.Then 
you have to be tested on it al¬ 
most immediately," says Loef- 
fler. 

"It's also a great team-build¬ 
ing setting for the school be¬ 
cause the class sits in bleach¬ 
ers, watches their classmates 
and cheers them on." 

Now that she knows what 
the school tour is about, Loef- 
fler is one of the program's
